Madrid, Oct. 21.— A dinpatch from 
Coranna says that Marshal Blanco, 
prior to embarking for Havana to aa- 
■oma his naw retpooiibilitiM at gorem- 
or genaral at Oa\», mad* tha foUowiog 
statement : 

"I go to Cnba with fall confidence in 
the efHrnry of the new profO'ani to in- 
sure imnu'diato and certain Buccees. 
My military and political actions I shall 
develop simnltanaooily. I have not 
been instructed to Wlinfin anj fwerve 
reprardinR the intentlona tobeatowthe 
fall autonomy otTored by the Liberal 
party wlieii I was in the opposition. 

"1 have not conBultcd the Kovf-rniiiont 
about the divisional command, but so 
as to have more time for political af- 
fairs, I wished to be accompanied by 
ffenerala like Cieiieral Farrado, who, as 
second in command, will bear the brunt 
of the military action, and (General 
PaQdo, who will direct the campaign at 
the head of the army. 

"I can not fix a date for the termina- 
tion of the war. • One of my generals 
has expressed himself confident of re- 
tarning victorious in seven montlia. 
Matters might take a tarn to roatirm 
this snrmise, bat if all ends well, it 
will make no difference even if we do 
ti^e a little longer to reach peace. 

El Heraldo says that Senor Canalajar, 
when starting for Cuba, declared that 
he would make "a true report of the 
situation after studying the qaestion of 
Cuba and the United States.'^' 

!|Senor Gallon, the foreign minister, 
a,s communicated to Premier Sagasta 
the contents of a dispatch from Senor 
De Lome, the Spanish minister at 
Washington, relative to the recent fili- 
bustering expedition alleged to have 
departed from New York and Jaekaon- 
ville, Fla. 

It is understood in political circles 
that there is a sharp difference of opin- 
ion* between Senor Gnllon, the foreign 
minlater, and General Conrea, minister 
of war, on the one hand and Senor Sa- 
gaata and Senor Mora, minister of the 
odonies, on the other, as to the atti- 
toda the goramment shonld take to- 
ward tha United States. 

El Oorreo. on the contrary, says that 
Senor Sagaata and Senor Onllon are 
"atiitd agraed as to Intamatioiial ques- 
tions." 

RUMORS AND FEAM OP TReACHERV. 

HaV.WA, Oct. 21. — A special dispiteh 
from Madrid to Ei Diaro De La .Marina 
says that the government has cabled to 
Lieutenant General Weyler strictly 
prohibiting any demonstration on the 
day of his deportore for Spain, and in- 
timating that if these instructions are 
not complied with by him he will be 
held strictly accountable. 

The word "tnason" has been heard 
of late in several quarters ; it is believed 
that the government intt mis to deliver 
the public ofRcoa into the hands of the 
insurgents, which, in the opinion of 
oritioa of anch a course, would be e^iuiv- 
alent to granting indepcudeuco. 

General Weyler has cabled the gov- 
ernment that although he has fixed 
upon the 80th as the day of hia leaving, 
he may embark a day or two earlier or 
later. 

Many army officers who consider that 
Lagaata's policy of autonomy for Caba 
iadangerous to Spanish sovereignty, 
have applied for leave to return to 
Spain. Lieutenant cieneral Weyler has 
Invariably refused these applications.

NARROWLY 180APE0 LYNCHING. 

A Murderer Fnoapes One Mob On\j to 
tiet Into Another One. 

Manhattan, Kan., Oct. 21.— A crowd 
of excited oitizena thronged the streets 
here last night in the vloinlty of the 
county jail, threatening summary ven- 
geance npon Ike Warren, the murderer 
of Sheriff S. B. Lard, who was killed 
yesterday at Leonardsville. a village 30 
miles northwest of Manhattan. War- 
ren, who had been arrested by the sher- 
iff, shot the IsttW, killing him, and at- 
tempted to escape. Hia flight was stop- 
pod by Banker Sparks of Leonardsville, 
who sent a bullet into the neck of the 
murderer. A summary lynching waa 
prevented only by the hurried removal 
of the prisoner to Manhattan. 

Newa of the crime was telegraphed 
here and when the train bearing the 
murderer arrived at 8:30 o'clock a 
orowd of 800 men aurrounded the sta- 
tion. The cry of "lynch him" was im- 
mediately heard and the orowd gath- 
ered in npon the prisoner. The six 
depu^ aheriffa who had Warren in cus- 
toSj, dnw their revolvera and threat- 
ened to ahoot the flrat man who made a 
hoatUa mora. The murderer, who was 
shaUag with fright, was drawn to an 
omnibw, the sis deputtes jumped in. 
the horses were lashed into a run, and 
'tihe rems were not drawn until the 
conn^ Jail was reaobed. The mob fol- 
lowed and soon surrounded the oounty 
jaU, demanding the life of the murd- 
erer. Drauty Sheriff Marsh told them 
the murderer would probably die of 
his wounds, and thia aeemed to QUiet 
the orowd and it aoon afterward dia- 
pened. y.

The attorneys for the defense also loft 
matters with Mr. Deneen and went 
home to await any word that might 
come from the jury room. 

Attorney Phalen, the junior counsel 
for the defense, wivs around the state'a 
attorney's office for a short time and 
then took his departure. State's At- 
torney Deneen, pale-faced ;iih1 red-eyed 
from long lack of slei ji, sat in his office 
nntil K :m). and then he aiinouuced that 
he wonld wait no longer and^^kTaOT* 
dors that hia ollice be elosecl. 

It is the firm determination of .Tudge 
Tuthill to keep the jury until Saturday 
night or late Saturday afternoon before 
he permits them to go with a disagree- 
ment. Ho has announced that both 
state and defendant have spent so much 
money and time and the case had been 
eo long and difficulty to try that ho 
will not consent to the discharge of the 
jury until tliere is absolutely no hope 
whatever of a verdict being reached. 

The jury stands about where it stood 
24 hours ago. Reports vary from nine 
for the death penalty to three for ac- 
quittal, to 1 1 for death and one for ac- 
quittal. The one juror holding out for 
Lnetgert is Harley, and it is tlioutrht 
that if he would change front there 
would be little time lost in arriving at 
a verdict. .Juror Holabird is also cred- 
ited witli favoring the aciinittal of tho 
prit-oner, but it is thought no will come 
aronnd ([uickly if Harley could be in- 
duced to vote for conviction. 

The feeling among tho jurors who 
are in favor of tho death penalty is 
high against Harley, and they have 
done some very plain talking to him. 
At one time they even sent for Judge 
Tuthill to know among other things, if 
1 1 men could compel one man to vote 
•with them or if the verdict would be 
valid, if but 1 1 men signed it. This is 
the incident that gave to the state the 
idea that there was but one man stand- 
ing between Lnetgert and a death sen- 
tence. 

DYNAMITE IN HIS POCKET. 

Bxploslon Id • School Room In Which ■ 
Bor Is VMallr lafarod. 

Sprixofield, Mo., Oct 21.— Ray- 
mond, the 12-year-old son of A. D. 
Allen, stenographer in tho circuit court, 
went to school carrying a portion of a 
stick of dynamite. The explosive, 
which the boy had found in a stone 
quarry, was in his pocket, with a knife, 
top, marbles and a quantity of other 
things common to boys' pockets. 

In getting into his seat tho boy 
banged his dangerous collection against 
the desk, causing an explosion whii^l) 
will probably cost him his life and 
which was heard for two blocks. The 
child's right hand was blown otf and 
in his right groin a terriblo wouml wad 
inflicted, from which the surgeons say 
he can not recover. 

The teacher. Miss Maok. was close by 
and had her skirts tom into shrsds, but 
she was not hurt. 

Tlie explosion caused a panic among 
tlie other children and several were 
hurt in trying to get out of the build- 
lug.

"There is but one solution to the trans- 
portation problem in Alaska and that is 
the reindeer. I believe tliat tlic mines 
of the Yukon can never be fully devel- 
oped without tho use of tho reindeer. 

"It is my belief that the government 
could to great advantage to the people 
living in Alaska establish reindeer sta- 
tions on the Yukon all the way from 
Dyea to St. Michael's. In tms way 
mails could be transported regularly 
and expeditionaly and the food supply 
would never be allowed to get to that 
point where a famine is imminent."

President McKinley Most Act er Accept the 
Gfiaetneiees.

If in the stress of assault by office seek- 
ers and in the labor of aiding Congress to 
frame a tariff law tbe President of the 
United States has not had opportunity a<l- 
equately to study the important litigation 
in which the Ciovemment has vital inter- 
est, the time has now come for him to 
give due attention to the proceedings for 
the sale of the property of the Union 
Pacific Railroad under decree of foreclos- 
ure. The sale is about to occur. The 
prediction is justified by the facts now 
before the world that a syndicate of 
financiers has an unjust advantage over 
other bidders, and will attempt so to em- 
ploy this advantage as to bid in this val- 
uable property at a prioe that will cause 
to the Government a loss of ?2"),000.000 
of the money due to it from the corpora- 
tion. 

The Administration has means to delay 
this sale. The head of the Department 
of Jnatloe, Attomey-GeneralJoseph Mc- 
Kenna, seems in no mood to use this 
means. The President may properly 
direct him to take the a< tioii necessary 
to poatpone the sale. The principal pur- 
pose of delay is to give Congress an op- 
port unity to frame legislation to prevent 
loss to the Government. The Senate had 
this matter under consideration when 
Congress adjourned. If no stronger mo- 
tive obtains, courtesy from tbe Kxecutive 
Department to the LagiidiMv* |)eipi«rt> 
ment suggests that the PaasMent should 
give Congress opportunity to give its 
direction upon the manner of collecting 
the debt and of dispoaingof the property 
of a defaulting debtor. 

There are stronger reasons, among 
them the dictation of the law of 1867, but 
if they are unconsidered, as they seem to 
be, the appeal is made on the ground of 
high official etiquette. Can it be that 
the Preaident baa passed over the warn- 
ing of Senator Morgan : "When Mr. Mc- 
Kinley consents to become tbe adminis- 
trator • * • of this tnmsaction » •

FARM LA NDS DEV ASTATED. 

roreaS Mdi Vtold Ftree Cawtec Heavy 
lAtm to AcHealtaaMa. 

HuNTiKOTOx, Ind., Oct. 81.— Over 100 
acres of the beat farming land in Wells 
county, lying in the nortbeaetf rl v i<art 
of the county, have been rendered 
worthless by fire. This land lies near 
tbe aoorce of tbe Eigbt MUa oreek, east 
and nortb of Tooatn. It la what is 
known in tbat conntry aa prairie land, 
and bafore tbe fire devastated it, it was 
as fertile as any farmer could wish for 
for the raising of corn and potatoes. 
Ten days ago the section men ou the 
Chic.'iKo and Erie railroad set flre to 
some trash piles, and the fire was com- 
mnnicatcd to the soil, which has been 
on fire since. The Krie Railroarl onisi- 
pauy has agents at work among the 
owners of tba land taring to awka aet- 
tlements. 

Five years ago when a like disaster 
befell the farmers in that part of the 
country some of them were paid as 
much as $;5T an acre for their damaged 
lanrl. 

The rain of a few d.tys ago did not 
c|uencb the fin h, but served to protect 
the land nfit already on fire. 

Anf)ther locality in which f.Tcat dam- 
age has been done by the fires is in the 
ueighborhoofl of Seven Sections, in 
Fulton county, west of Huntington. 
The people there are seriously alarmed 
over tlieir inability to cope with the 
fires, which are raging through dense 
underbrush and fallen timbers of that 
heavily wooded region. A lar>je area 
has already been swept over, and great 
damage done to the heavy timber. It 
was only by great efforts on the part of 
the whole neighborhood that the village 
of Hoover was saved from deatmction a 
few days ago. More than 700 aoraa of 
land has been burned over. 

On Snnday some one set fire to tim- 
ber in the northern part of the sections, 
and the tire is now raging in that quar- 
ter. Rain is the only hope of the peo- 
ple in its path. Eight or 10 farmhouses 
in that quarter seem doomed. The un- 
derbrush in those timbers is so dense 
tbat it is impossible to fight the tlames.

Brazil, Ind., Oct. SI.— Tbe situation 
iu the block coalfield at the present 
time is most uncertaiu. The operators 
met with the miners yesterday after- 
noon to answer tbe reqneat preferred 
last Satnrday for an increase in tbe 
price of mining to 70 cents. President 
Anderson of the miners states that the 
r( quest was not made because the min- 
ers believe the increase is due as a def- 
fercntial between competitive districts, 
but because the price of necessaries of 
life have advanced, and the selling; price 
of coal having been increased, they 
shonld share iu the benefits. 

The operators refused to grant the re- 
quest, claiming that it was unfair to 
ask this district to pay a i)rice out of 
proportion to other districts, and thus 
seriously liandicap them in the market. 
They also claimed th.it the miners by 
this demand Ikivo twice broken their 
contract this year, and there is no as- 
surance that should the increase be 
granted it will not be followed next 
week with still further requests. 

The miners will report the action of 
the meeting back to the miners for ac- 
tion, and tbere will be a delegate con- 
vention here on Satiuday to decide 
whether or not there aball be a strike.
